Capital Awaits Latest Summit Note From Moscow 


U. S. FORCES 
IN LEBANON 
NOW 13,000 


By EDWIN A. SHANKE 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — The 


United States swelled its arme'd 
force in Lebanon to more than 
13,000 men over the weekend. 


The Middle East battleground 


enjoyed a respite from major 
shooting but the politicians began 
bickering over who should repre 
sent Lebanon at a summit confer- 
ence. 


Twenty-two hundred American 


soldiers landed in Beirut Sunday 
and 75 tanks and 226 other ve- 
hicles awaited unloading. 


Most of the new arrivals were 


men of a tank battalion, plus en- 
gineers, radiomen, a medical unit 
and food inspectors. 


There 
were indications 
that 


more American troops and equip- 
ment were on the way although 
the Lebanese rebellion has settled 
Into an uneasy unofficial truce 
since the election of Gen. Fuad 
Shehab as president. In the only 
explanation of the U.S. reinforce- 
ments, Adm. James L. Holloway, 
{he American commander in the 
area, said they were part of the 
total 
originally 
ordered 
to 


Leoanon last month and had not 
been diverted. 


Both Beirut and the northern 


port of Lebanon, the two chief 
centers of fighting, were almost 
completely quiet over the week- 
end. 


Rebel leader Kama! Jumblatt 


was reported disarming his 2,000- 
man private army in the moun- 
tains southeast of Beirut. But the 
rebel leaders in Tripoli and Beirut 
kept up their demands that Presi- 
dent • CamiUe "Chamouii"steir down 
in favor of Shehab immediately 
and that the U.S. forces withdraw. 
The Beirut Tripoli rebels were 
told to hold their fire but to hang 
on to their weapons and positions. 


Chamoun's term does not expire 


until Sept. 23, and some politi- 
cians maintained he should repre- 
sent the government at any sum- 
mit conference on the Middle East 
held before then.

Work Rushed

United States rushed work today 
on Mideast proposals for a United 
Nations summit conference while 
awaiting word from Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikua- Khrushchev as to 
whether he will attend.

Soviet Premier's return to Mos- 
cow Sunday night from a surprise 
meeting with Chinese Communist 
leader Mao Tze-tung in Peiping. 


His secret trip, announced as he 


flew home, caught Western offi- 
cials by surprise. They speculated 
that his talks with Map could have 
a vital effect on Khrushchev's 
summit conference policies from 
here on.

Integration 
Case Is Before 
Appeals Court 


ST. LOUIS (AP)—A case which 


could have a? direct bearing on the 
speed of "racial integration in 
Southern public schools went to 
the seven judges of the 8th Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals today. 


The case is an appeal challeng- 


ing a 2%-year postponement of in- 
tegration at Central High School 
in Little Rock, Ark., where eight 
Negro students finished last term 
after a tense year of mixed at- 
tendance under a federal court- 
approved plan of gradual integra- 
tion. 


Paratroopers were sent to the 


school by President Eisenhower to 
maintain order. 


The delay, sought by the Little 


Rock'School Board, was granted 
by Federal Dist. Judge Harry J. 
Lemley. 


The National Assn. for the Ad- 


vancement of Colored People is 
appealing. The NAACP originally 
objected to the gradual plan on 
the grounds it was too slow but 
now is trying to salvage any sort 
of immediate integration at Cen- 
tral High and keep integration 
moving in the South. 


The appeals court has dealt 


with the Little Rock situation 
three times, always ruling in fa 
vor of gradual integration. 


The school board holds that the 


appeals court must decide wheth- 
er a school district is responsible 
for enforcing the district laws. 


Its brief cites instances of vio- 


lence which occurred at Central 
the past school -yelar and declares 
that the board should not be forced 
to_go ahead .with integration jun-} 
o'er tfie ""insuperable ''handicaps ' 
which have been thrust upon it." 
'Attorneys for the school board 
said it is not trying to evade the 
court-ordered desegregation but is 
just seeking an adjustment in its 
time schedule. 


The NAACP's brief is based on 


three points: 


1. That community opposition— 


even though it involves violence— 
does not furnish sufficient legal 
grounds for suspending a court- 
approved plan. 


2. The District Court simply 


does not have the power to sus- 
pend, postpone or rescind the de- 
cree approved by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 


3 The lower court not only 


lacks constitutional authority to 
grant the delay but the delay 
would set a precedent disastrous 
to the concept of constitutional

Janes have been doing very well 
in the^ recession, thank you. 


In the stock market these are 


usually called delensi%'ex stocks. 
They are the ones that in v bull 
markets excite 'no wolf wliistles 
from the traders. The Plain Janes 
go their prim way, moving up- 
ward slowly and offering no quick 
killings for the in-arid-outers. 


In bull markets all eyes are on 


their more glamorous sisters, the 
growth stocks, which "can move 
rapidly higher in price and offer 
chances for big profits later on. 


In the business world the Plain 


Janes are the ones most likely 
during a recession to register in- 
creased earnings as usual, while 
the erstwhile glamor girls may be 
looking shabby indeed. 


And in both the stock market 


and the business world of profit 
and loss statements these defen- 
sive industries have been proving 
during the. latest recession that 
once more they are defensive — 
that they are more recession proof 
than most others, that their earn 
ings rise at the same stately pace 
and the prices of their stock 
fluctuate much less violently than 
do the erstwhile stars.

Should Subsidies Be Used 
To Save a Small Industry?

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—A question on whether the U.S. gov- 


ernment" should grant a subsidy to save two companies in a small 
industry hit by the recession has been raised by the Domestic 
Minerals Stabilization Act, now before Congress. 


As passed by the Senate, the bill would provide subsidy pay- 


ments of around 75 million dollars a year for five years to U.S. 
producers of lead, zinc, tungsten and acid grade fluorspar.

BASEBALL BY THE CLOCK? 


By 7 p. m. Sunday, nearly 32,000 fans had seen 


almost 22 fairly hectic innings of baseball in Forbes 
Field. Still it seemed a shame to call the festivities 
off with the score tied and the contest still in doubt. 


Across the state, in Philadelphia, more than 17,000 


fans suffered a similarly frustrating experience. The 
second game of the Phiily doubleheader was suspend- 
ed because of Pennsylvania's 7 p. m. Sunday curfew- 
law. It was the fourth time this season that curfew 
has overtaken the Phils. 


This law has existed since 1934, when the Legis- 


lature let the voters decide whether to change the 
Blue Laws to permit Sunday baseball. Voters in Pitts- 
burgh and Philadelphia said yes, but the 7 p. m. cut- 
off was included. 


That makes the two Pennsylvania cities the only 


big league towns with a Sunday curfew. Why is it 
that baseball for profit is legal at 6:59 p. m. and illegal 
at 7:01 p. m.? Fans in the Pennsylvania cities are not 
required to turn off their radios at 7 p. m. on Sundays 
when they are listening to games being played in 
Chicago or St. Louis. Is there any real difrerence? 


The law seems to us a useless annoyance. 
We 


would like to see local authorities join the Philadel- 
phia City Council asking the Legislature and the Gov- 
ernor to lift the Sunday baseball curfew.

news-hungry American tourists 
who listen to BBC radio news. 
When we were most interested 
in hearing about the activities 
of an American named Bernard 
Goldfine, BBC radio seemed 
most interested in the fact that 
Queen Elizabeth n was going 
to visit a coal mine. As British 
newspapers know their readers' 
interests, so does BBC kon the 
interests of its listeners—ex- 
cept for my wife and me. 


Returning home and turning 


on the television set at the 
height of the Middle East crisis, 
I had a new appreciation of 
something I'd forgotten. Am- 
erican television—when it tries 
—is a great medium for keep- 
ing one informed, with absorp- 
tion, about this cock-eyed 
world.
